Some miscellaneous matter relating to 
a contract for supplying the city with 
coal was brought up, but, after a short 
laid over till the next 
regular meeting for final action. 

The contract proposed by the Citizens 
Gas Light Company was then taken up 
and read by President Phister. After its 
first reading it was taken up and consid- 
ered in sections. At the suggestion of 
some of the members, a few changes 
were made in one or two sections of the 
contract. After its second reading the 
contract was unanimously accepted as 
the report of the committee on gas, and 
the citizen members of the committee 
discharged. 

The contract as altered was then 
signed by Mr. W. B. McDonough for the 
Citizens Gaslight Company, and by the 
President of the council and City Clerk. 
It secures for the city, for the term of 
ten years, from July 31, IMS, coal gas at 
a cost of $20 a lamp per annum, (the 
numher of lamps not to be less than one 
hundred and twenty), and to private 
consumers at a cost not to exceed $1.50 
per thousand cubic feet. 

After the signing of the contract, the 
rules were suspended and the following 
ordinance passed :
